Jong before the invention of the Alphabet by Cadmus. The wonderful genius of the Greeks carried 
every Art to perfection. The refinement to which this, in particular, appears to have been carried at 
Athens by Apelles, Zeuxis, Protogenes, and Polyynotus, which latter adorned the celebrated Athenian © 
Portico with the most striking events of the Trojan War, may be shewn by the fastidiousness of Zeuzis 
in condemning a Painting of his own, because it was not truly natural. The subject was a boy holding 
a bunch of grapes, which the birds flew to peck at ; but the Painter, who was the Critic, remarked, 
that if the boy had been as faithfully represented as the grapes, the birds would have been afraid of him. 
He contended with Parrhasius which of them was the better Painter ; and when he went to, see his 
Rival’s production, he begged him to remove the curtain and display it. How grent was his astonish- 
ment, when he understood the curtain was absolutely the work in question. You have the advantage of 
me, he said, I have only deceived birds, but you have deceived the Master of the Art. These Anecdotes 
serve to shew the necessity of Genius ina Painter. Like the Poet he must be a Lover and an ‘Admirer of 
Nature—a child of Hyperion—whose soul is deeply impregnated by her sublimities and beauties, 
that his pencil may call them forth to life. Many indeed have been the disputes between the Poets and 
the Painters for the precedence of their Art Divine. Simonides, Horace, Du Fresnoy and others have 
elegantly defined Painting, or Picture, as silent Poetry—Poetry as speaking Picture—and this ques- 
tion of precedence, has of late years been revived by the present gifted President of the Royal 
Academy (Sir Martin Archer Shec) in his “ Rhymes on Art ;” where he maintains, that “the Narrative 
of an Action is not comparable to the Action itself before the eyes.” The enthusiast Barry considers 
Paintingsas “ Poetry realised,” and Richardson and Darwin assert, that the “ Essence of Poctry is Pic- 
ture.” On this very interesting subject, the great Philosopher Plato remarks, ‘God Almighty, in the 
fabric of the Universe, first contemplated himself, and reflected on his own Excellencies, from which he 
drew and constituted those first forms, which are called Ideas, so that every species which was after- 
wards expressed, was produced from that first perfect Idea, forming that wonderful contexture of all 
created beings.” Nature therefore always intends a consummate beauty, while the inequality of matter 
tends always towards disproportion. “For which reason (he adds) the skilful Painter, and the Sculptor, 
imitating the Divine Maker form to themselves, as well as they are able, a model of the superior beau- 
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ties, and reflecting on them, endeavour to correct, and amend the common nature, and to represent it as 
it was first created, without fault, either in colour, or in lineament.” This Ideal Beauty descends equally 
upon the marble, the cloth, or the paper—of the Sculptor, the Painter, and the Poet. What Michael 
Angelo is in Painting, so is Praxiteles in Sculpture, and Milton in Poetry. 


From Greece the Spirit of this Divine Art fled to Italy, and was cultivated to perfection hy Raffaello, 
Titian, Correggio, and Michael Angelo: Holland next caught the inspiration, and Holbein, Rubens, 
and Vandyke appeared ; and at the present day the English and French vie with the most cclebrated

And 
the woman said unto him, Behold; thou knowest what Saul hath done, how he hath cut 
off those that have familiar spirits, and the wizards, out of the land: wherefore then lay- 
est thou a snare for my life, to cause me to die? And Saul sware to her by the Lorp 
saying, As the Lorp liveth, there shall no punishment happen to thee for this thing. 
Then said the woman, whom shall I bring up unto thee? And he said, Bring me up Sa- 
muel. And when the woman saw Samuel, she cried with a loud voice ; and the woman 
spake to Saul, saying, Why has thou deceived me, for thou art Saul? And the kin 
said unto her, Be not afraid: for what sawest thou? And the woman said unto Saul, 
saw gods ascending out of the earth. And he said unto her, What form is he of ? And 
she said, an old man cometh up; and he is covered with a mantle. And Saul perceived 
that it was Samuel, and he stooped with Ais face to the ground, and bowed himself. 
And Samuel said to Saul, Why hast thou disquieted me, to bring me up? And Saul 
answered, I am sore distressed ; for the Philistines make war against me, and God is de- 
parted from me, and answereth me no more, neither by prophets nor by dreams: there- 
fore I have called thee, that thou mayest make known unto me what I shall do. Then 
said Samuel, Wherefore then dost thou ask of me, seeing the Lorp is departed from 
thee, and is become thine enemy? And the Lorn hath done to him as he spake by 
me: for the Lorp hath rent the kingdom out of thine hand, and given it to thy neigh- 
bour, even to David; Because thou obeyedst not the voice of the Lorp, nor execut- 
edst his fierce wrath upon Amalek, therefore hath the Lorp done this thing unto thee 
this day. Moreover, the Lorp will also deliver Israel with thee into the hand of the 
Philistines: and to-morrow shalt thou and thy sons be with me: The Lorp also shall 
. deliver the house of Israel into the hand of the Philistines. Then Saul fell straight- 
way all along on the earth, and was sore afraid, because of the words of Samuel: and 
” there was no strength in him; for he had eaten no bread all the day, nor all the night. 
And the woman came unto Saul, and saw that he was sore troubled, and said unto him, 
Behold, thine handmaid hath obeyed thy voice, and I have put my life in my hand, and 
have hearkened unto thy words which thou spakest unto me: Now therefore I pray 
thee, hearken thou also unto the voice of thine handmaid, and let me set a morsel of 
bread before thee ; and eat, that thou mayest have strength when thou goest on thy 
way. But he refused, and said, I will not eat. But his servants, together with the wo- 
man, compelled him, and he hearkened unto their voice. So he arose from the earth, 
and sat upon the bed. And the woman had a fat calf in the house, and she hasted, 
and killed it, and took flour and kneaded it, and did bake unleavened bread thereof: 


And she brought i¢ before Saul, and before his servants; and they did eat. Then they 
rose up, and went away that night. 
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NATHAN’'S PARABLE. 


Anp the Lorp sent Nathan unto David. And he came unto him, and said unto him, 
There were two men in one city ; the one rich, and the other poor. The rich man had 
exceeding many flocks and herds: But the poor man had nothing save one little ewe 
lamb, which he had bought and nourished up ; and it grew up together with him, and 
with his children : it did eat of his own meat, and drank of his own cap, and lay in his bosom, 
and was unto him asa daughter, And there came a traveller unto the rich man; and he 
spared to take of his own flock, and of his own herd, to dress for the wayfaring man that 
was come unto him; bat took the poor man’s lamb, and dressed it for the man that was come 
tohim. And David's anger was greatly kindled against the man : and he said to Nathan, 
As the Lorp liveth, the man that hath done this thing shall surely die: And he shall 
restore the lamb fourfold, because he did this thing, and because he had no pity. And 
Nathan said to David, Thou art the man. Thus saith the Lonp God of Israel, I anoint- 
ed thee king over Israel, and I delivered thee out of the hand of Saul; And I gave 
thee thy master’s house, and thy master’s wives into thy bosom, and gave thee the house 
of Israel and of Judah: and if that had been too little, I would, moreover, have given 
unto thee such and such things. | Wherefore hast thou despised the commandment of 
the Lorp, to do evil in his sight ? Thou hast killed Uriah the Hittite with the sword, 
and hast taken his wife to be thy wife, and hast slain him with the sword of the children 
of Ammon. Now therefore, the sword shall never depart from thine house ; because 
thou hast despised me, and hast taken the wife of Uriah the Hittite to be thy wife. 
Thus saith the Lorp, Behold, I will raise up evil against thee out of thine own house, 
and I will take thy wives before thine eyes, and give them unto thy neighbour, and he 
shall lie with thy wives in the sight of this sun. For thou didst i secretly : but I will 
do this thing before all Israel, and before the sun. And David said unto Nathan, I 
have sinned against the Lorp. And Nathan said unto David, The Lorp also hath 
put away thy sin; thou shalt not die. Howbeit, because by this deed thou hast 
given great occasion to the enemies of the Lorp to blaspheme, the child also that is 
born unto thee shail surely die. 
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THE JUDGMENT OF SOLOMON. 


Tuen said the king, The one saith, This is my son that liveth, and thy son is the 
dead: and the other saith, Nay; but thy son is the dead, and my son is the living. 
And the king said, Bring mea sword. And they brought a sword before the king. 
And the king said, Divide the living child in two, and give half to the one, and half to 
the other. Then spake the woman whose the living child was unto the king, (for her 
bowels yearned upon her son,) and she said, O my lord, give her the living child, and 
in no wise slay it: but the other said, Let it be neither mine nor thine, but divide it. 
Then the king answered and said, Give her the living child, and in no wise slay it: she 
is the mother thereof. And all Israel heard of the judgment which the king had judg- 


ed, and they feared the king: for they saw that the wisdom of God was in him to do 


judgment. 
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ELIJAH FED BY RAVENS. 


Anp Elijah the Tishbite, who was of ‘the invhahitants of Gilead, said unto Ahab, As, 
the Lorp God of Israel liveth, before whom I stand, there shal] not be dew nor rain 
these years, but according to my word. And the word of the Lorp came unto him, 
saying, Get thee hence, and turn thee eastward, and hide thyself by the brook Che- 
rith, that is before Jordan. And it shall be, that thou shalt drink of the brook; and 'I 
have commanded the ravens to feed thee there. So he went and did according unto the 
word of the Lorn: for he went and dwelt by the brook Cherith, that is before Jordan. 
And the ravens brought him bread and flesh in the morning, and bread and flesh in the 


evening ; and he drank of the brook. 
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ELIJAH’S BURNT OFFERING. 


Ann Elijah said unto the prophets of Baal, Choose you one bullock for yourselves, 
and dress i¢ first; for ye are many: and call on the name of your gods, but put no fire 
under. And they took the bullock which was given them, and they dressed it, and 
called on the name of Baal from morning even until noon, saying, O Baal, hear us! 
But there wus no voice, nor any that answered. And they leaped upon the altar which 
was made. And it came to pass at noon that Elijah mocked them, and said, Cry aloud ; 
for he is a god; either he is talking, or he is pursuing, or he is in a journey, or perad- 
venture he sleepeth, and must be awaked. And they cried aloud, and cut themselves, 
after their manner, with knives and lancets, till the blood gushed out upon them. And 
it came to pass, when mid-day was past, and they prophesied until the time of the offer- 
ing of the evening sacritice, that there was neither voice, nor any to answer, nor any that 
regarded. And Elijah said unto all the people, Come near unto me. And all the peo- 
* ple came near unto him; and he repaired the altar of the Lorp that was broken down. 
And Elijah took twelve stones, according to the number of the tribes of the sons of Ja- 
cob, unto whom the word of the Lorp came, saying, Israel shall be thy name; And 
with the stones he built an altar in the name of the Lorp ; and he made a trench about 
the altar, as great as would contain two measures of seed. And he put the wood in 
order, and cut the bullock in pieces, and laid Aim on the wood, and said, Fill four barrels 
with water, and pour i¢ on the burnt-sacrifice, and on the wood. And he said, Do it 
the second time: and they did i¢ the second time. And he said, Do it the third time: 
and they did i¢ the third time. | And the water ran round about the altar: and he filled 
the trench also with water. And it came to pass, at the time of the offering of the 
evening sacrifice, that Elijah the prophet came near, and said Lorp God of Abraham. 
Isaac, and of Israel, let it be known this day that thou art God in Israel, and that 1 am 
thy servant, and that I have done all these things at thy word. Hear me, O Lorp, 
hear me ; that this people may know that thou art the Lorp God, and that thou hast 
turned their heart back again. Then the fire of the Lorp fell, and consumed the 
burnt-sacrifice, and the wood, and the stones, and the dust, and licked up the water that 
was in the trench. And when all the people saw it they fell on their faces; and they 
said, The Lorp he is the God; the Lorp he ts the God. And Elijah said unto them, 
Take the prophets of Baal: let not one of them escape. And they took them; and 
Elijah brought them down to the brook Kishon, and slew them there. 
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ELIJAH COMFORTED BY AN ANGEL. 


Bor he himself went a day's journey into the wilderness, and came and sat down un= 
der a juniper-tree : and he requested for himself that he might die; and said, It is 
enough: now, O Lorp, take away my life; for 1 am not better than my fathers. And 
as he lay and slept under a juniper-tree, behold, then an angel touched him, and said 
unto him, Arise and eat. And he looked, and behold, there was a cake baken on the 
coals, and a cruse of water at his head; and he did eat and drink, and laid him down 
again. And the angel of the Lorp came again the second time, and touched him, and 
said, Arise and eat; because the journey is too great for thee. And he arose, and did 
eat and drink, and went in the strength of that meat forty days and forty nights, unto 
Horeb the mount of God.

Ano it came to pass, when the Lorp would take up Elijah into heaven by a whirl- 
wind, that Elijah went with Elisha from Gilgal. And Elijah said unto Elisha, Tarry 
here, 1 pray thee; for the Lorn hath sent me to Beth-el. And Elisha said unto him, As 
the Lorp liveth, and as thy soul liveth, I will not leave thee, So they went down to 
Beth-el. And the sons of the prophets that were at Beth-el came forth to Elisha, and 
said unto him, Knowest thou that the Lorp will take away thy master from thy head to- 
day ? And he said, Yea, I know it; hold ye your peace. And Elijah said unto him, 
Elisha, tarry here, I pray thee; for the Lorp hath sent me to Jericho. And he said, 
As the Lorn liveth, and as thy soul liveth, I will not leave thee. So they came to Je- 
richo. And the sons of the prophets that were at Jericho came to Elisha, and said 
unto him, Knowest thou that the Lorp will take away thy master from thy head to-day ? 
And he answered, Yea, I know it; hold ye your peace. And Elijah said unto him, 
Tarry, I pray thee, here; for the Lorp hath sent,me to Jordan. And he said, As the 
Lorp liveth, and as thy soul liveth, I will not leave thee. And they two wenton, And 
fifty men of the sons of the prophets went, and stood to view afar off: and they two stood 
by Jordan. And Elijah took his mantle, and wrapped it together, and smote the wa- 
ters, and they were divided hither and thither ; so that they two went over on dry ground. 
And it came to pass, when they were gone over, that Elijah said unto Elisha, Ask what 
I shall do for thee, before I be taken away from thee. And Elisha said, I pray thee, let 
a double portion of thy spirit be upon me. And he said, Thou hast asked a hard 
thing: nevertheless, if thou see me when I am taken from thee, it shall be so unto thee ; 
but if not, it shall not be so. And it came to pass, as they still went on, and talked, 
that, behold, there appeared a chariot of fire, and horses of fire, and parted them both 
asunder; and Elijah went up by a whirlwind into heaven. And Elisha saw it, and he 
cried, My father, my father! the chariot of Israel, and the horsemen thereof. And he 


saw him no more: and he took hold of his own clothes, and rent them in two pieces. 
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DAVID PLAYING ON THE HARP. 


Busssep is the man that walketh not in the counsel of the ungodly, nor standeth 
in the way of sinners, nor sitteth in the seat of the scornful: But his delight is in the 
law of the Lorn; and in his law doth he meditate day and night. And he shall be 
like a tree planted by the rivers of water, that bringeth forth his fruit in his season : his 
leaf also shall not wither; and whatsoever he doth shall prosper. The ungodly are 
not so: but are like the chaff which the wind driveth away. Therefore the ungodly 
shall not stand in the judgment, nor sinners in the congregation of the righteous. 


For the Lord knoweth the way of the righteous: but the way of the ungodly shall 
perish.

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THE VISION OF EZEKIEL. 


Now it came to pass in the thirtieth year, in the fourth month, in the fifth day of 
the month, as I was among the captives by the river of Chebar, that the heavens were 
opened, and I saw visions of God. —_In the fifth day of the month, (which was the fifth 
year of king Jehoiachin's captivity,) The word of the Lorp came expressly unto 
Ezekiel the priest, the son of Buzi, in the land of the Chaldeans, by the river Chebar ; 
and the handof the Lorp was there upon him. And I looked, and, behold, a whirlwind 
came out of the north, a great cloud, and a fire infolding itself, and a brightness wus 
about it, and out of the midst thereof as the colour of amber out of the midst of the 
fire: Also out of the midst thereof came the likeness of four living creatures. And 
this was their appearance ; they had the likeness of aman. And every one had four 
faces, and every one had four wings. And their feet were straight feet; the sole of 
of their feet was like the soie of a calf's foot; and they sparkled like the colour of bur- 
nished brass. | And they had the hands of a man under their wings on their four sides ; 
and they four had their faces and their wings. Their wings were joined one to 
another ; they turned not when they went: they went every one straight forward. As 
for the likeness of their faces, they four had the face of a man and the face of a 
lion on the right side; and they four had the face of an ox on the left side ; they four 
also had the face of an eagle. Thus were their faces: and their wings were stretched 
upward : two wings of every one were joined one to another, and two covered their 
bodies. And they went every one straight forward: whither the spirit was to 
go they went; and they turned not when they went. As for the likeness of the 
living creatures, their appearance was like burning coals of fire, and like the ap- 
pearance of lamps: it went up and down among the living creatures; and the fire 
was bright, and out of the fire went forth lightning. And the living creatures ran 


and returned as the appearance of a flash of lightning. 
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ESTHER ACCUSING HAMAN. 


So the king and Haman came to banquet with Esther the queen. And the king 


said again unto Esther, on the second day, at the banquet of wine, What is thy petition, 


queen Esther ? and it shall be granted thee : and what és thy request ? and it shall be 
performed, even to the half of the kingdom. Then Esther the queen answered and 
said, If I have found favour in thy sight, O king, and if it please the king, let my life 
be given me at my petition, and my people at my request: For we are sold, I and 
my people, to be destroyed, to be slain, and to perish: but if we had been sold for 
bondmen and bondwomen, I had held my tongue, although the enemy could not coun- 
tervail the king's damage. Then the king Ahasuerus answered and said unto Esther the 
queen, Who is he, and where is he, that durst presume in his heart todo so? And 
Esther said, The adversary and enemy is this wicked Haman. Then Haman was afraid 
before the king and the queen. And the king, arising from the banquet of wine in his 
wrath, went into the palace-garden : and Haman stood up to make request for his life 
to Esther the queen ; for he saw that there was evil determined against him hy the 
king. Then the king returned out of the palace-garden into the place of the banquet 
of ‘wine ; and Haman was fallen upon the bed whereon Esther was. Then said the king, 
Will he force the queen also before me in the house ? As the word went out of the king's 
mouth, they covered Haman’s face. And Harbonah, one of the chamberlains, said 
before the king, Behold also, the gallows fifty cubits high, which Haman had made for 
Mordecai, who had spoken good for the king, standeth in the house of Haman. Then 
the king said, Hang him thereon. So they hanged Haman on the gallows that he 
had prepared for Mordecai. Then was the king’s wrath pacified. 


EstuHer, Cuap. vir. VER. 1—10. 


THE HAND WRITING ON THE WALL. 


Bersuazzar the king made a great feast to a thousand of his lords, and drank 
wine before the thousand. Belshazzar, while he tasted the wine, commanded to 
bring the golden and silver vessels which his father Nebuchadnezzar had taken out of 
the temple which was in Jerusalem: that the king and his princes, his wives and his 
concubines, might drink therein. Then they brought the golden vessels that were 
taken out of the temple of the house of God which was at Jerusalem ; and the king 
and his princes, his wives and his concubines drank in them. They drank wine and 
praised the gods of gold, and of silver, of brass, of iron, of wood, and of stone. In 
the same hour came forth fingers of a man’s hand, and wrote over against the candlestick 
upon the plaster of the wall of the king's palace ; and the king saw the part of the hand 
that wrote. Then the king’s countenance was changed, and his thoughts troubled him, 
so that the joints of his loins were loosed, and his knees smote one against another. 
The king cried aloud to bring in the astrologers, the Chaldeans, and the sooth-sayers. 
And the king spake, and said to the wise men of Babylon, Whosoever shall read this 
writing, and shew me the interpretation thereof, shall be clothed with scarlet, and have a 
chain of gold about his neck, and shall be the third ruler in the kingdom. Then came 
in all the king's wise men: but they could not read the writing, nor make known to the 
king the interpretation thereof. Then was king Belshazzar greatly troubled, and his 
countenance was changed in him, and his lords were astonied. Now the queen, by 
reason of the words of the king and his lords, came into the banquet-house ; and the 
queen spake and said, O king, live for ever: let not thy thoughts trouble thee, nor let 
thy countenance be changed: There is a man in thy kingdom, in whom is the spirit 
of the holy gods; and, in the days of thy father, light, and understanding, and wisdom, 
like the wisdom of the gods, was found in him ; whom the king Nebuchadnezzar thy father, 
the king, J say, thy father, made master of the magicians, astrologers, Chaldeans, and sooth- 
sayers ; Forasmuch as an excellent spirit, and knowledge, and understanding, interpreting of 
dreams, and shewing of hard sentences, and dissolving of doubts, were found in the same 
Daniel, whom the king named Belteshazzar: now let Daniel be called, and he will 
shew the interpretation. Then was Daniel brought in before the king. And the king 
spake and said unto Daniel, Art thou that Daniel, which art of the children of the 
captivity of Judah, whom the king my father brought out of Jewry? I have even 
heard of thee, that the spirit of the gods és in thee, and that light, and understanding, 


and excellent wisdom, is found in thee. And now the wise men, the astrologers, have 
been brought in before me, that they should read this writing, and make known unto 
me the interpretation thereof: but they could not shew the interpretation of the thing : 
And I have heard of thee that thou canst make interpretations, and dissolve doubts : 
now, if thou canst read the writing, and make known to me the interpretation thereof, 
thou shalt be clothed with scarlet, and Aave a chain of gold about thy neck, and shalt be 
the third ruler in the kingdom. Then Daniel answered and said before the king, Let 
thy gifts be to thyself, and give thy rewards to another ; yet I will read the writing unto 
the king, and make known to him the interpretation. O thou king, the most high God 
gave Nebuchadnezzar thy father a kingdom, and majesty, and glory, and honour : 
And, for the majesty that he gave him, all people, nations, and languages, trembled and 
feared before him: whom he would he slew, and whom he would he kept shige: and 
whom he would he’set up, and whom he would he put down. But when his heart was 
lifted up, and his mind hardened in pride, he was deposed from his kingly throne, and 
they took his glory from him. And he was driven from the sons of men : and his 
heart was made like the beasts, and his dwelling was with the wild asses: they fed him 
with grass like oxen, and his body was wet with the dew of heaven ; till he knew that the 
most high God ruled in the kingdom of men, and that he appointeth over it whomsoever 
‘he will. And thou his son, O Belshazzar, hast not humbled thine heart, though thou 
knewest all this; But hast lifted up thyself against the Lord of heaven ; and they 
have brought the vessels of his house before thee, and thou and thy lords, thy wives and 
thy concubines, have drunk wine in them ; and thou hast praised the gods of silver and 
gold, of brass, iron, wood, and stone, which see not, nor hear, nor know: and the God 
in whose hand thy breath és, and whose are all thy ways, hast thou not glorified. Then 
was the part of the hand sent from him ; and this writing was written. And this is the 
writing that was written, MENE, MENE, TEKEL, UPHARSIN. This is the inter- 
pretation of the thing: MENE ; God hath numbered thy kingdom, and finished it. 
TEKEL ; Thou art weighed in the balances, and art found wanting. PERES ; Thy 
kingdom is divided and given to the Medes and Persians. Then commanded Belshaz- 
zar, and they clothed Daniel with scarlet, and put a chain of gold about his neck, and 
made a proclamation concerning him, that he should be the third ruler in the kingdom. 
In that night was Belshazzar the king of the Chaldeans slain. And Darius the 


Median took the kingdom, being about three-score and two years old.

Now when the evening was come, his servants made haste to depart, and Bagoas 
shut his tent without, and dismissed the waiters from the presence of his lord ; and they 
went to their beds: for they were all weary, because the feast had been long. And 
Judith was left alone in the tent, and Holofernes lying along upon his bed: for he was 
filled with wine. Now Judith had commanded her maid to stand without her bed- 
chamber, and to wait for her coming forth, as she did daily: for she said she would go 
forth to her prayers, and she spake to Bagoas according to the same purpose. So all 
went forth, and none was left in the bed-chamber, neither little nor great. Then Judith, 
standing by his bed, said in her heart, O Lord God of all power, look at this pre-, 
sent upon the works of mine hands for the exaltation of Jerusalem. _ For now is the 
time to help thine inheritance, and to execute mine enterprises to the destruction of the 
enemies which are risen against us. Then she came to the pillar of the bed, which 
was at Holofernes’ head, and took down his fauchion from thence, And approached 
to his bed, and took hold of the hair of his head, and said, Strengthen me, O Lord God 
of Israel this day. And she smote twice upon his neck with all her might, and she 


.took away his head from him.

Now in the fifteenth year of the reign of Tiberius Cesar, Pontius Pilate being 
governor of Judea, and Herod being tetrarch of Galilee, and his brother Philip tetrarch 
of Iturea and of the region of Trachonitis, and Lysanias the tetrarch of Abilene, An- 
nas and Caiaphas being the high priests, the word of God came unto John the son of 
Zacharias in the wilderness. And he came into all the country about Jordan, preach- 
ing the baptism of repentance for the remission of sins; As it is written in the book 
of the words of Esaias the prophet, saying, The voice of one crying in the wilderness, 
Prepare ye the way of the Lorn, make his paths straight. Every valley shall be filled, 
and every mountain and hill shall be brought low; and the crooked shall be made 
straight, and the rough ways shall be made smooth; And all flesh shall see the salva- 
tion of God. Then said he to the multitude that came forth to be baptized of him, O 
generation of vipers! who hath warned you to flee from the wrath to come? _ Bring 
forth, therefore, fruits worthy of repentance ; and begin not to say within yourselves, We 
have Abraham to our father: for I say unto you, That God is able of these stones to 
raise up children unto Abraham. And now also the axe is laid unto the root of the 
trees : every tree, therefore, which bringeth not forth good fruit, is hewn down, and cast 
into the fire. And the people asked him, saying, What shall we do then ? He an- 
swereth and saith unto them, He that hath two coats, let him impart to him that hath 
none ; and he that hath meat, let him do likewise. Then came also publicans to be 
baptized, and said unto him, Master, what shall we do? And he said unto them, 
Exact no more than that which is appointed you. And the soldiers likewise demanded 
of him, saying, And what shall we do ? And he said unto them, Do violence to no man, 
neither accuse any falsely ; and be content with your wages. And as the people were 
in expectation, and all men mused in their hearts of John, whether he were the Christ or 
not ;/ John answered, saying unto them all, I indeed baptize you with water ; but one 
mightier than I cometh, the latchet of whose shoes I am not worthy to unloose : he 
shall baptize you with the Holy Ghost and with fire: | Whose fan is in his hand, and 
he will thoroughly purge his floor, and will gather the wheat into his garner ; but the 
chaff he will burn with fire unquenchable. And many other things, in his exhortation, 
preached he unto the people.

For a cer- 
tain woman, whose young daughter had an unclean spirit, heard of him, and came and 
fell at his feet; © (The woman was a Greek, a Syro-phenician by nation;) and she be- 
sought him that he would cast forth the devil out of her daughter. But Jesus said un- 
to her, Let the children first be filled: for it is not meet to take the children’s bread, and 
to east it unto the dogs. | And she answered, and said unto him, Yes, Lord; yet the 
dogs under the table eat of the children’s crumbs. And he said unto her, For this say- 
ing, go thy way ; the devil is gone out of thy daughter. And when she was come to 


her house she found the devil gone out, and her daughter laid upon the bed.

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THE SICK OF THE PALSY CURED. 


Ano behold, they brought to him a man sick of the palsy, lying on a bed: and Jesus 
seeing their faith, said unto the sick of the palsy, Son, be of good cheer, thy sins be 
forgiven thee. And behold, certain of the scribes said within themselves, This man 
blasphemeth. And Jesus knowing their thoughts, said, Wherefore think ye evil in your 
hearts? For whether is easier to say, Thy sins be forgiven thee ? or to say, Arise and 
walk? But that ye may know that the Son of Man hath power on earth to forgive 
sins, (then saith he to the sick of the palsy,) Arise take up thy bed, and go unto thine 
house. And he arose, and departed to his house. But when the multitude saw it 


they marvelled, and glorified God, which had given such power unto men.

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CHRIST AND THE WOMAN OF SAMARIA. 


Tues cometh he to a city of Samaria, which is called Sychar, near to the parcel 
of ground that Jacob gave to his son Joseph. Now. Jacob's well was there. Jesus 
therefore, being wearied with Ais journey, sat thus on the well; and it was about the 
sixth hour. There cometh a woman of Samaria to draw water. Jesus saith unto her, 
Give me to drink. (For his disciples were gone away into the city to buy meat.) Then 
saith the woman of Samaria unto him, How is it that thou, being a Jew, askest drink of 
me, which ama woman of Samaria ?—for the Jews have no dealings with the Samaritans. 
Jesus answered and said unto her, If thou knewest the gift of God, and who it is that 
saith to thee, Give me to drink ; thou wouldest have asked of him, and he would have 
given thee living water. The woman saith unto him, Sir, thou hast nothing to draw 
with, and the well is deep: from whence then hast thou that living water? Art thou 
greater than our father Jacob, which gave us the well, and drank thereof himself, and 
his children, and his cattle? Jesus answered and said unto her, Whosoever drinketh 
of this water shall thirst again: But whosoever drinketh of the water that 1 shall give 
him, shall never thirst: but the water that I shall give him shall be in him a well of 
water springing up into everlasting life. The woman saith unto him, Sir, give me this 
water, that I thirst not, neither come hither to draw. Jesus saith unto her, Go, call thy 
husband, and come hither. The woman answered and said, I have no husband. Jesus 
said unto her, Thou hast well said, I have no husband: For thou hast had five hus- 
bands ; and he whom thou now haat is not thy husband: in that saidst thou truly. The 
woman. saith unto him, Sir, I perceive that thou art a prophet. Our fathers worshipped 
in this mountain ; and ye say, thatin Jerusalem is the place where men ought to worship. 
Jesus saith unto her, Woman, believe me, the hour cometh, when ye shall neither in 
this mountain, nor yet at Jerusalem, worship the Father. Ye worship ye know not 
what: we know what we worship; for salvation is of the Jews. But the hour cometh, 
and now is, when the true worshippers shall worship the Father in spirit and truth: for 
the Father seeketh such to worshiphim. God is a spirit: and they that worship him must 
worship Aim in spirit and in truth. The woman saith unto him, 1 know that Messias 
cometh, which is called Christ: when he is come, he will tell us all things. Jesus saith 


unto her, I that speak unto thee am he.

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CHRIST STILLETH THE STORM. 


Ano when he was entered into a ship, his disciples followed him. And, behold, 
there arose a great tempest in the sea, insomuch that the ship was covered with the 
waves: but he was asleep. And his disciples came to Aim, and awoke him, saying, 
Lord, save us: we perish. And he saith unto them, Why are ye fearful, O ye of little 
faith P Then he arose, and rebuked the winds and the sea; and there was a great calm. 
But the men marvelled, saying, What manner of man is this, that even the winds and 


the sea obey him ?

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CHRIST WALKING ON THE SEA. 


Anp straightway Jesus constrained his disciples to get into a ship, and to go before 
him unto the other side, while he sent the multitudes away. And when he had sent the 
multitudes away, he went up into a mountain apart to pray: and when the evening was 
come, he was there alone. But the ship was now in the midst of the sea, tossed with 
waves: for the wind was contrary. And in the fourth watch of the night Jesus went un- 
to them, walking on the sea. And when the disciples saw him walking on the sea, they 
were troubled, saying, It is a spirit; and they cried out for fear. But straightway Jesus 
spake unto them, saying, Be of good cheer; it is I; be notafraid. And Peter answered 
him and said, Lord, if it be thou, bid me come unto thee on the water. And he said, 
Come. And when Peter was come down out of the ship, he walked on the water, to go 
to Jesus. But when he saw the wind boisterous, he was afraid ; and beginning to sink, 
he cried, saying, Lord save me! And immediately Jesus stretched forth his hand, and 
caught him, and said unto him, O thon of little faith, wherefore didst thou doubt ? 
And when they were come into the ship, the wind ceased. Then they that were in the 


ship came and worshipped him, saying, Of a truth thou art the Son of God.

For Herod himself had sent forth and laid hold upon John, and bound him in prison 
for Herodias’ sake, his brother Philip’s wife: for he had married her, For John had 
said unto Herod, It is not lawful for thee to have thy brother's wife. | Therefore Hero- 
dias had a quarrel against him, and would have killed him; but she could not. For 
Herod feared John, knowing that he was a just man and an holy, and observed him; 
and when he heard him, he did many things, and heard him gladly. And when a con- 
venient day was come, that. Herod on his birth-day made a supper to his lords, high 
captains, and chief estates of Galilee; | And when the daughter of the said Herodias 
came in, and danced, and pleased Herod and them that sat with him, the king said unto 
the damsel, Ask of me whatsoever thou wilt, and J will give i thee. And he sware unto 
her, whatsoever thou shalt ask of me, I will give it thee, unto the half of my kingdom. 
And she went forth, and said unto her mother, What shall I ask ? And she said, the head 
of Jobn the Baptist. And she came in straightway with haste unto the king, and asked, 
saying, I will that thou give me by and by in a charger the head of John the Baptist. 
And the king was exceeding sorry: yet for his oath’s sake, aud for their sakes which sat 
with him, he would not reject her. And immediately the king sent an executioner, and 
commanded his head to be brought: and he went and beheaded him in the prison. 
And brought his head in a charger, and gave it tq the damsel: and the damsel gave it 
to her mother. And when his disciples heard of it, they came and took up his corpse, 
and laid it in a tomb.

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THE TRANSFIGURATION. 


Ano, after six days, Jesus taketh with him Peter, and James, and John, and leadeth 
them up into a high mountain apart by themselves : and he was transfigured before them. 
And his raiment became shining, exceeding white as snow ; 80 as no fuller on earth can 
white them. And there appeared unto them’Elias, with Moses; and they were 
talking with Jesus. And Peter answered, and said to Jesus, Master, It is good for us 
to be here : and Jet us make three tabernacles, one for thee, and one for Moses, and 
one for Elias. For he wist not what to say ; for they were sore afraid. And there 
was a cloud that over-shadowed them: and a voice came out of the cloud, saying, 
This is my beloved Son; hear him. And suddenly, when they had looked round 
about, they saw no man any more, save Jesus only with themselves. And, as they 
came down from the mountain, he charged them that they should tell no man what 
things they had seen, till the Son of man were risen from the dead. And they kept 
that saying with themselves, questioning one with another what the rising from the 


dead should mean.

Por the kingdom of heaven is like unto a man that is an householder, which went 
out early in the morning to hire labourers into his vineyard. And when he had 
agreed with the labourers for a penny a-day, he sent them into his vineyard. And 
he went out about the third hour, and saw others standing idle in the market-place, 
And said unto them, Go ye also into the vineyard ; and whatsoever is right, I will give 
you. And they went their way. Again he went out about the sixth and ninth hour, 
and did likewise. And about the eleventh hour he went out, and found others stand- 
ing idle, and saith unto them, Why stand ye here all the day idle? | They say unto 
him, Because no man hath hired us. He saith unto them, Go ye also into the vineyard ; 
and whatsoever is right, that shall ye receive. So when even was come, the lord of the 
vineyard saith unto his steward, Call the labourers, and give them their hire, beginning 
from the last unto the first. And when they came that were hired about the eleventh 
hour, they received every man a penny. But when the first came, they supposed that 
they should have received more ; and they likewise received every mana penny. And 
when they had received it, they murmured against the good man of the house, | Saying, 
These last have wrought dut one hour, and thou hast made them equal unto us, which 
have borne the burden and heat of the day. But he answered one of them, and said, 
Friend, I do thee no wrong: didst not thou agree with me for a penny ? Take that 
thine is, and go thy way : I will give unto this last even as unto thee. Is it not lawful 
for me to do what I will with mine own ? Is thine eye evil because Iam good? So 
the last shall be first, and the first last : for many be called, but few chosen.

But Jesus called them 
unto him, and said, Ye know that the princes of the Gentiles exercise dominion over 
them, and they that are great exercise authority upon them. But it shall not be so 
among you: but whosoever will be great among you, let him be your minister; And 
whosoever will be chief among you, let him be your servant: Even as the Son of 
man came not to be ministered unto, but to minister, and to give his life a ransom for 


many.

And Jesus, immediately knowing in himself 
that virtue had gone out of him, turned him about in the press, and said, Who touched 
my clothes? And his disciples said unto him, Thou ‘seest the multitude thronging 
thee, and sayest thou, Who touched me? And he looked round about to see her that 
had done this thing. But the woman fearing and trembling, knowing what was done 
in her, came and fell down before him, and told him all the truth. And he said unto 
her, Daughter, thy faith hath made thee whole; go in peace, and be whole of thy plague.

Anp they brought young children to him, that he should touch them: and his 
disciples rebuked those that brought them. But when Jesus saw it, he was much 
displeased, and said unto them, Suffer the little children to come unto me, and forbid 
them not; for of such is the kingdom of God. Verily I say unto you, Whosoever 
shall not receive the kingdom of God as a little child, he shall notenter therein. And 
he took them up in his arms, put Ais hands upon them, and blessed them.

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THE BLIND RECEIVING THEIR SIGHT. 


Anp as they departed from Jericho a great multitude followed him. And, behold, 
two blind men, sitting by the way side, when they heard that Jesus passed by, cried out, 
saying, Have mercy on us, O Lord, thou son of David. And the multitude rebuked 
them, because they should hold their peace : but they cried the more, saying, Have mercy 
on us, O Lord, thou Son of David. And Jesus stood still, and called them, and said, 
What will ye that I shall do unto you? They say unto him, Lord, that our eyes may 
be opened. So Jesus had compassion on them, and touched their eyes ; and immedi- 


ately their eyes received sight, and they followed him.

This 
he said, not that he cared for the poor; but because he was a thief, and had the bag, 
and bare what was put therein. Then said Jesus, Let her alone: against the day of my 
burying hath she kept this. Forthe poor always ye have with you; but me ye have 


not always,

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THE WIDOW'S MITE. 


Ano Jesus sat over against the treasury, and beheld how the people cast money 
into the treasury : and many that were rich cast in much.

And he was withdrawn from them about a stone's cast, 
and kneeled down, and prayed, Saying, Father, if thou be willing, remove this cup 
from me: nevertheless not my will, but thine, be done. And there appeared an angel 
unto him from heaven, strengthening him, And being in an agony, he prayed more 
earnestly : and his sweat was as it were great drops of blood falling down to the ground. 
And when he rose up from prayer, and was come to his disciples, he found them sleeping 
for sorrow, And said unto them, Why sleep ye? rise and pray, lest ye enter into 


temptation.

Anp Simon Peter followed Jesus, and so did another disciple ; that disciple was 
known unto the high priest, and went in with Jesus into the palace of the high priest. 
But Peter stood at the door without. Then went out that other disciple, which was 
known unto the high priest, and spake unto her that kept the door, and brought in. 
Peter. Then saith’ the damsel that kept the door unto Peter, Art not thou also one 
of this man’s disciples ? He saith, I am not. And the servants and officers stood 
there, who had made a fire of coals ; for it was cold: and they warmed themselves : 
and Peter stood with them, and warmed himself. The high priest then asked Jesus of 
his disciples, and of his doctrine. Jesus answered him, I spake openly to the world : 
1 ever taught in the synagogue, and in the temple, whither the Jews always resort-; 
and in secret have I said nothing. Why askest thou me ? ask them which heard me, 
what I have said unto them : behold, they know what [ said. | And when he had thus 
spoken, one of the officers which stood by struck Jesus with the palm of his hand, say- 
ing, Answerest thou the high priest so? Jesus answered him, If U have spoken evil, - 
bear witness of the evil : but if well, why smitest thou me ? Now Annas had sent him 
hound ‘unto Caiaphas the high priest. And Simon Peter stood and warmed himself. 
They said therefore unto him, Art not thou also one of his disciples ? He denied it, and 
said, I am not. One of the servants of the high priest, being Ais kinsman whose ear 
Peter cut off, saith, Did not I see thee in the garden with him? Peter then denied 


again : and immediately the cock crew.

And when they had platted a crown of thorns, they put é¢ upon his head, and 
a reed in his right hand; and they bowed the knee before him, and mocked him, 
saying, Hail, king of the Jews !

And after that they had mocked him they took the robe off from 
him, and put his own raiment on him, and led him away to crucify Aim.

THE CROWNING WITH THORNS. 
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CHRIST BEARING THE CROSS. 


Ann from henceforth Pilate sought to release him: but the Jews cried out, saying, 
If thou let this man go thou art not Cesar’s friend: whosoever maketh himself a king 
speaketh against Cesar. When Pilate, therefore, heard that saying he brought Jesus 
forth, and sat down in the judgment-seat, in a place that is called The Pavement, but in 
the Hebrew, Gabbatha. And it was the preparation of the passover, and about the 
sixth hour: and he saith unto the Jews, Behold your king! But they cried out, Away 
with him, away with Aim, crucify him. Pilate saith unto them, Shall I crucify your 
king ? The chief priests answered, We have no king but Cesar. Then delivered he 
him therefore ante them to be crucified. And they took Jesus, and led Aim away. And 
he, bearing his cross, went forth unto a place called the place of a scull, which is called 
in the Hebrew, Golgotha; Where they crucified him, and two others with him, on 


either side one, and Jesus in the midst. 


St. Joun, Cuap. xix. VER. 12—18. 
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THE CRUCIFIXION. 


Ano they spit upon him, and took the reed, and smote him on the head. And 
after that they had mocked him, they took the robe off from him, and put his own rai- 
ment on him, and led him away to crucify him. And as they came out, they found a 
man of Cyrene, Simon by name : him they compelled to bear his cross. And when 
they were come unto a place called Golgotha, that is to say, A place of ascull, They 
gave him vinegar to drink mingled with gall : and when he had tasted thereof he would 
not drink. And theycrucified him, and parted his garments, casting lots ; that it might 
be fulfilled which was spoken by the prophet, They parted my garments among them, 
and upon my vesture did they cast lots. And sitting down, they watched him there : 
And set up over his head his accusation written, THIS IS JESUS THE KING OF 
THE JEWS. Then were there two thieves crucified with him: one on the right 
hand, and another on the left. And they that passed by reviled him, wagging their 
heads, And saying, Thou that destroyest the temple, and buildest i¢ in three days, 
save thyself. If thou be the Son of God, come down from the cross. Likewise also 
the chief priests mocking him, with the scribes and elders, said, He saved others, 
himself he cannot save. If he be the King of Israel, let him now come down from 
the cross, and we will believe him. He trusted in God; let him deliver him 
now, if he will have him: for he said, I am the Son of God. _‘ The thieves also, which 
were crucified with him, cast the same in his teeth. | Now from the sixth hour there 
was darkness over all the land unto the ninth hour. And about the ninth hour. Jesus 
cried with a loud voice, saying, Eli, Eli, lama sabachthani ? that is to say, My God. 
my God, why hast thou forsaken me ? Some of them that stood there, when they 
heard that, said, This man calleth for Elias. And straightway one of them ran, and 
took a spunge, and filled it with vinegar, and put it on a reed, and gave him to drink. 
The rest said, Let be, let us see whether Elias will come to save him. Jesus, when he 
had cried again with a loud voice, yielded up the ghost. And, behold, the veil of the 
temple was rent in twain from the top to the bottom ; and the earth did quake, and the 
rocks rent; And the graves were opened ; and many bodies of the saints which slept 
arose, And came out of the graves after his resurrection, and went into the holy city, 


and appeared unto many.

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THE TAKING DOWN FROM THE CROSS. 


Anp now when the even was come, (because it was the preparation, that is, the day 
before the sabbath,) Joseph of Arimathea, an honourable counsellor, which also 
waited for the kingdom of God, came, and went in boldly unto Pilate, and craved the 
body of Jesus. And Pilate marvelled if he were already dead ; and calling unto him 
the centurion, he asked him whether he had been any while dead. And when he 
knew it of the centurion he gave the body to Joseph. And he bought fine linen and 
took him down, and wrapped him in the linen, and laid him in a sepulchre which was 
hewn out ofa rock, and rolled a stone unto the door of the sepulchre. And Mary 
Magdalene, and Mary the mother of Joses, beheld where he was laid.

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THE ENTOMBMENT OF CHRIST. 


Ax D, behold, there was a man named Joseph, a counsellor; and he was a good man, 
(The same had not consented to the counsel and deed of them ;) he teas of

This 


Arimathea, 
man went unto Pilate, and begged the body of Jesus. And he took it down, and 


wrapped it in linen, and laid it in a sepulchre that was hewn in stone, wherein never man 
before was laid. And that day was the preparation, and the sabbath drew on. And 


the women also, which came with him from Galilee, followed after, and beheld the 
sepulchre, and how his body was laid. And they returned, and prepared spices and 


ointments ; and rested the sabbath-day, according to the commandment.

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THE MARYS AT THE SEPULCHRE. 


Ay D-when the sabbath was past, Mary Magdalene, and Mary the mother of James, 
and Salome, had bought sweet spices, that they might come and anoint him. And 
yery early in the morning, the first day of the week, they came unto the sepulchre at the 
rising of the sun. And they said among themselves, Who shall roll us away the stone 
from the door of the sepulchre? And when they looked, they saw that the stone was 
rolled away: for it was very great. And entering into the sepulchre, they saw a young 
man sitting on the right side, clothed in a long white garment ; andthey were affrighted. 
And he saith unto them, Be not affrighted. Ye seek Jesus of Nazareth, which was cru- 
cified: he is risen; he is not here: behold the place where they laid him. But go 
your way, tell his disciples and Peter that he goeth before you into Galilee: there shall 
ye see him, as he said unto you. And they went out quickly, and fled from the sepul- 
chre; for they trembled and were amazed: neither said they any thing to any man ; for 


they were afraid.

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CHRIST APPEARETH TO MARY MAGDALENE. 


B UT Mary stood without at the sepulchre weeping : and as she wept, she stooped down 
and looked into the sepulchre, And seeth two angels in white, sitting, the one at the head, 
and the other at the feet, where the body of Jesus hadlain. And they say unto her, Woman, 
why weepest thou ? She saith unto them, Because they have taken away my Lord, and 
I know not where they have laid him. And when she had thus said, she turned 
herself back, and saw Jesus standing, and knew not that it was Jesus. Jesus saitli unto 
her, Woman, why weepest thou ? whom seekest thou ? She, supposing him to be the 
gardener, saith unto him, Sir, if thou have borne him hence, tell me where thou hast 
jaid him, and I will take him away. Jesus saith unto her, Mary. She turned herself, 
and saith unto him, Rabboni ; which is to say, Master. Jesus saith unto her, Tough 
me not; for I am not yet ascended to my Father: but go to my brethren, and say 
unto them, I ascend unto my Father and your Father, and tomy God and your God. 
Mary Magdalene came and told the disciples that she had seen the Lord, and that 
he had spoken these things unto her.

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CHRIST'S APPEARANCE AFTER HIS RESURRECTION. 


Ix the end of the sabbath, as it began to dawn toward the first day of the week, came 
Mary Magdalene and the other Mary to see the sepulchre. And, behold, there was a 
great earthquake: for the angel of the Lord descended from heaven, and came and rolled 
back the stone from the door, and sat upon it. His countenance was like lightning, 
and his raiment white as snow: And for fear of him the keepers did shake, and be- 
came as dead men. And the angel answered and said unto the women, Fear not ye: 
for I know that ye seek Jesus, which was crucified. He is not here ; for he is risen, as 
he said. Come, see the place where the Lord lay. And go quickly, and tell his disci- 
ples that he is risen from the dead ; and, behold, he goeth before you into Galilee; there 
shall ye see him: lo, I have told you. And they departed quickly from the sepulchre 
with fear and great joy, and did run to bring his disciples word. And as they went to 
tell his disciples, behold, Jesus met them, saying, All hail. And they came and held him 
by the feet, and worshipped him. Then said Jesus unto them, be not afraid: go tell 
my brethren that they go into Galilee, and there shall they see me.

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CHRIST’S CHARGE TO PETER. 


So when they had dined, Jesus saith to Simon Peter, Simon, son of Jonas, Jovest thou 


me more than these ? He saith unto him, Yea, Lord, thou knowest that I love thee. He 


saith unto him feed my lambs. He saith to him again the second time, Simon, son of 


Jonas, lovest thoume ? He saithunto him, Yea Lord; thou knowest that I love thee. He 


saith unto him, Feed my sheep. He saith unto him the third time, Simon, son of 


Jonas, lovest thou me? Peter was grieved because he said unto him the third time, 


Lovest thou me? and he said unto him, Lord, thou knowest all things; thou knowest 


that I love thee. Jesus saith unto him, Feed my sheep. Verily, verily, I say unto 


thee, When thou wast young, thou girdedst thyself, and walkedst whither thou wouldest : 
bnt when thou shalt be old, thou shalt stretch forth thy hands, and another shall gird thee 


and carry thee whither thou wouldest not. This spake he, signifying by what death he 


should glorify God. And when he had spoken this, he saith unto him, Follow me. 


St. Jonn, Cuap. xx1. Ver. 15—19. 
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THE INCREDULITY OF ST. THOMAS. 


Bor Thomas, one of the twelve, called Didymus, was not with them when Jesus 
came. The other disciples therefore said unto him, We have seen the Lord. But he 
said unto them, Except I shall see in his hands the print of the nails, and put my finger 
into the print of the nails, and thrust my hand into his side, I will not believe. And 
after eight days again his disciples were within, and Thomas with them. Then came 
Jesus, the doors being shut, and stood in the midst, and said, Peace be unto you. 
Then saith he to Thomas, Reach hither thy finger, and behold my hands; and reach 
hither thy hand, and thrust it into my side: and be not faithless, but believing. And 
‘Fhomas answered and said unto him, My Lord and my God. Jesus saith unto him, 
Thomas, because thou hast seen me, thou hast believed : blessed are they that have not 
seen, and yet have believed.

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PETER AND JOHN AT THE BEAUTIFUL GATE. 


Now Peter and John went up together into the temple at the hour of prayer, being 
the ninth hour. And acertain man, lame from his mother’s womb, was carried, whom 
they laid daily at the gate of the temple which is called Beautiful, to ask alms of them 
that entered into the temple ; | Who seeing Peter and John about to go into the tem- 
ple, asked an alms.- And Peter, fastening his eyes upon him, with John, said, look on 
us. And he gave heed unto them, expecting to receive something of them. Then 
Peter said, Silver and gold have I none ; but such as I have give I thee: In the name 
of Jesus Christ of Nazareth rise up and walk. And he took him by the right hand, 
and lifted him up : and immediately his feet and ancle-bones received strength. And 
he leaping up, stood, and walked, and entered with them into the temple, walking, and 
leaping, and praising God. And all the people saw him walking and praising God : 
And they knew that it was he which sat for alms at the Beautiful gate of the temple : 
and they were filled with wonder and amazement at that which had happened unto him. 
And, as the lame man which was healed held Peter and John, all the people ran toge- 
ther unto them, in the porch that is called Solomon’s, greatly wondering. 


Acts, Cuap. 111. 1—12. 
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THE DEATH OF ANANIAS. 


Bor a certain man named Ananias, with Sapphira his wife, sold a poasession, And 
kept back part of the price, his wife algo being privy to it, and brought a certain part 
and laid i at the apostles’ feet. But Peter said, Ananias, why hath Satan filled thine 
~ heart to lie to the Holy Ghost, and to keep back part of the price of the land? Whiles 
it remained, was it not thine own? and after it was sold, was it not in thine own power ? 
Why hast thou conceived this thing in thine heart ? Thou hast not lied unto men, but 
unto God. And Ananias hearing these words, fell down, and gave up the ghost: and 
great fear came on all them that heard these things. | And the young men arose, wound 
him up, and carried him out, and buried him. And it was about the space of three 
hours after, when his wife, not knowing what was done, came in. And Peter answered 
unto her, Tell me whether ye sold the land for so much ? And she said, Yea, for so 
much. Then Peter said unto her, How is it that ye have agreed together to tempt 
the Spirit of the Lord? Behold, the feet of them which have buried thy husband are at 
the door, and shall carry thee out. Then fell’ she down straightway at his feet, and 
yielded up the ghost : and the young men came in and found her dead, and, carrying 
her forth, buried her by her husband. And great fear came upon all the church, and 
upon as Many as heard these things. 


Acts, Caap. v. Ver. I—11. 
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THE IMPRISONMENT OF THE APOSTLES. 


Anp by the hands of the apostles were may signs and wonders wrought among 
the people: (and they were all with one accord in Solomon's porch. And of the rest 
durst no man join himself to them: but the people magnified them. And believers 
were the more added to the Lord, multitudes both of men and women:) Insomuch 
that they brought forth the sick into the streets, and laid them on beds and couches, 
that at the least the shadow of Peter passing by might overshadow some of them, 
There came also a multitude out of the cities round about unto Jerusalem, bringing 
sick folks, and them which were vexed with unclean spirits: and they were healed 
every one. Then the high priest rose up, and all they that were with him, (which is 
the sect of the Sadducees,) and were filled with indignation, And laid their hands on 


the apostles and put them in the common prison. 


Acts, Cuap. v. Ver. 12.—18, 
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THE ANGEL FREEING THE APOSTLES. 


Th EN the high priest rose up, and all they that were with him, (which is the sect of 
the Sadducees,) and were filled with indignation, And laid their hands on the apostles, 
and put them in the common prison. _ But the angel of the Lord by night opened the 
prison doors, and brought them forth, and said, Go, stand and speak in the temple to 
the people all the words of this life. And when they heard that, they entered into the 
temple early in the morning, and taught. But the high priest came, and they that were 
with him, and called the council together, and all the senate of the children of Israel, 
and sent to the prison to have them brought. But when the officers came, and found 
them not in the prison, they returned, and told, Saying, The prison truly found we 
shut with all safety, and the keepers standing without before the doors : but when we 
had opened, we found no man within. Now when the high priest and the captain of 
the temple and the chief priests heard these things, they doubted of them whereunto 
this would grow. Then came one and told them, saying, Behold, the men whom ye 
put in prison are standing in the temple, and teaching the people. Then went the 
captain with the officers, and brought them without violence : for they feared the people, 
lest they should have been stoned. And when they had brought them, they set them 
before the council : and the high priest asked them, Saying, Did not we straitly com- 
mand you that ye should not teach in this name ? and, behold, ye have filled Jerusalem with 
your doctrine, and intend to bring this man’s blood uponus. Then Peterand the other apost- 
lesanswered and said, Weought toobey God rather thanmen. The Godof our fathers raised 
up Jesus, whom ye slew and hanged onatree. Him hath God exalted with his right hand, 
to be a Prince and a Saviour, for to give repentance to Israel, and forgiveness of sins. 
And we are his witnesses of these things ; and so is also the Holy Ghost, whom God hath 
given to them that obey him. When they heard that, they were cut to the heart, and 
took counsel to slay them. Then stood there up one in the council, a Pharisee, named 
Gamaliel, a doctor of the law, had in reputation among all the people, and commanded 
to put the apostles forth a little space ; | And said unto them, Ye men of Israel, take 
heed to yourselves what ye intend to do as touching these men. _ For before these days 
rose up Theudas, boasting himself to be somebody ; to whom a number of men, about 
four hundred, joined themselves : who was slain; and all, as many as obeyed him, 
were scattered, and brought to nought. After this man rose up Judas of Galilee, 
in the days of the taxing, and drew away much people after him: he also perished ; 
and all, even as many as obeyed him, were dispersed. And now I say unto you, Re- 
frain from these men, and let them alone: for if this counsel, or this work be of men, it 
will come to nought: But if it be of God, ye cannot overthrow it; lest haply ye be found, 
even to fight against God. And to him they agreed : and when they had called the apostles, 
and beaten them, they commanded that they should not speak in the name of Jesus, and 
let them go. And they departed from the presence of the council, rejoicing that they 
were counted worthy to suffer shame for his name. Aud daily in the temple, and in 
every house, they ceased not to teach, and preach Jesus Christ. 
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THE STONING OF ST. STEPHEN. 


Wa EN they heard these things they were cut to the heart, and they gnashed on him 
with their teeth: But he, being full of the Holy Ghost, looked up stedfastly into hea- 
ven, and saw the glory of God, and Jesus standing on the right hand of God; And 
said, Behold, I see the heavens opened, and the Son of man standing on the right hand 
of God. Then they cried out with a loud voice, and stopped their ears, and ran upon 
him with one accord. And cast him out of the city, and stoned Aim: and the witnesses 
laid down their clothes at a young man’s feet, whose name was Saul. And they stoned 
Stephen, calling upon God, and Saying, Lord Jesus, receive my spirit. And he kneel- 
ed down, and cried with a loud voice, Lord, lay not this sin to their charge. And wher 


he had said this he fell asleep. 
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THE CONVERSION OF ST. PAUL. 


Ano Sau] yet breathing out threatenings and slaughter against the disciples of the . 
Lord, went unto the high priest, © And desired of him letters to Damascus to the syna- 
gogues, that if he found any of this way, whether they were men or women, he might 
bring them bound unto Jerusalem. And as he journeyed, he came near Damascus ; 
and suddenly there shined round about him a light from heaven: And he fell to the 
earth, and heard a voice saying unto him, Saul, Saul, why persecutest thou me ? 
And he said, Who art thou, Lord ? And the Lord said, I am Jesus whom thou 
persecutest : it is hard for thee to kick against the pricks. And he trembling and 
astonished, said, Lord, what wilt thou have me to do ? And the Lord said unto 
him, Arise, and go into the city, and it shall be told thee what thou must do. And 
the men’ which journeyed with him stood speechless, hearing a voice, but seeing no 
man. And Saul arose from the earth; and when his eyes were opened, he saw 
no man: but they led him by the hand, and brought dim into Damascus. And 
he was three days without sight, and neither did eat nor drink. And there was a 
certain disciple at Damascus, named Ananias: and to him said the Lord in a vision, 
Ananias. And he said, Behold, 1 am here, Sond: And the Lord said unto him, 
Arise, and go into the street which is called Straight, and inquire in the house of 
Judas for one called Saul of Tarsus : for, behold, he prayeth, And hath seen in a 
vision a man named Ananias coming in, and putting Ais hand on him, that he might 
receive his sight.

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Ano when they had gone through the isle unto Paphos, they found a certain sor- 
cerer, a false prophet, a Jew, whose name was Bar-jesus : © Which was with the deputy 
of the country, Sergius Paulus, a prudent man ; who called for Barnabas and Saul, 
and desired to hear the word of God. But Elymas the sorcerer (for so is his name by 
interpretation) withstood them, seeking to turn away the deputy from the faith. Then 
Saul (who also is called Paul), filled with the Holy Ghost, set his eyes on him, And 
said, O full of all subtilty and all mischief, thou child of the devil, thow enemy of all 
righteousness, wilt thou not cease to pervert the right ways of the Lord? And now, 
behold, the hand of the Lord is upon thee, and thou shalt be blind, not seeing the sun 
for a season. And immediately there fell on him a mist and a darkness; and he went 
about, seeking some to lead him by the hand. Then the deputy, when he saw what 
was done, believed, being astonished at the doctrine of the Lord. 
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PAUL AND BARNABAS AT LYSTRA. 


Anp there sat a certain man at Lystra, impotent in his feet, being a cripple from his 
mother’s womb, who never had walked: ©The same heard Paul speak: who stedfastly 
beholding him, and perceiving that he had faith to be healed, Said with a loud voice, 
Stand upright on thy feet. And he leaped and walked. And when the people saw 
what Paul had done, they lifted up their voices, saying in the speech of Lycaonia, The 
gods are come down to us, in the likeness of men. And they called Barnabas, Jupiter ; 
and Paul, Mercurius, because he was the chief speaker. Then the priest of Jupiter, 
which was before their city, brought oxen and garlands unto the gates, and would have 
done sacrifice with the people. © Which when the apostles, Barnabas and Paul, heard 
of, they rent their clothes, and ran in among the people, crying out, And saying, Sirs, 
why do ye these things? We also are men of like passions with you, and preach unto 
you, that ye should turn from these vanities, unto the living God, which made heaven 
and earth, and the sea, and all things that are therein: | Who in times past suffered all 
nations to walk in their own ways. Nevertheless, he left not himself without witness, in 
that he did good, and gave us rain from heaven, and fruitful seasons, filling our hearts 
with food and gladness. And with these sayings scarce restrained they the people, that 


they had not done sacrifice unto them. 
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PAUL PREACHING AT ATHENS. 


Now while Paul waited for them at Athens, his spirit was stirred in him, when he saw 
the city wholly given to idolatry. Therefore disputed he in the synagogue with the 
Jews, and with the devout persons, and in the market daily with them that met with him- 
Then certain philosophers of the Epicureans, and of the Stoics, encountered him. And 
some said, What will this babbler say ? other some, He seemeth to be a setter forth of 
strange gods: because he preached unto them Jesus, and the resurrection. And they took 
him, and brought him unto Areopagus, saying, May we know what this new doctrine, 
whereof thou speakest, is ? For thou bringest certain strange things to our ears: we 
would know therefore what these things mean. (For all Athenians, and strangers 
which were there, spent their time in nothing else, but either to tell or to hear some new 
thing.) Then Paul stood in the midst of Mars’ Hill, and said, Ye men of Athens, I 
perceive that in all things ye are too superstitious. For as I passed by, and beheld 
your devotions, I found an altar with this inscription, TO THE UNKNOWN GOD. 
Whom therefore ye ignorantly worship, him declare I unto you. God that made the 
world, and all things therein, seeing that he is Lord of heaven and earth, dwelleth not 
in temples made with hands; Neither is worshipped with men’s hands, as though he 
needed any thing ; seeing he giveth to all, life, and breath, and all things; - And hath 
made of one blood all nations of men, for to dwell on all the face of the earth ; and 
hath determined the times before appointed, and the bounds of their habitation ; 
That they should seek the Lord, if haply they might feel after him, and find him, though 
he be not far from every one of us: For in him we live, and move, and have our 
being ; as certain also of your own poets have said, For we are also his offspring. 
Forasmuch then as we are the offspring of God, we ought not to think that the Godhead 
is like unto gold, or silver, or stone, graven by art and man’s device. And the times 
of this ignorance God winked at, but now commandeth all men every where to repent : 
Because he hath appointed a day in the which he will judge the world in righteousness, 
by that man whom he hath ordained ; whereof he hath given assurance unto all men, in 
that he hath raised him from the dead. And when they heard of the resurrection of 
the dead, some mocked: and others said, We will hear thee again of this matter. 
So Paul departed from among them. Howhbeit certain men clave unto him, and 
believed : among the which was Dionysius the Areopagite, and a woman named Dam- 
aris, and others with them. 
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ST. PAUL AT EPHESUS. 


Ts EN certain of the vagabond Jews, exorcists, took upon them to call over them 
which had evil spirits in the name of the Lord Jesus, saying, we adjure you by Jesus, whom 
Paul preacheth. And there were seven sons of one Scheva a Jew, and chief of the priests, 
which didso, And the evil spirit answered and said, Jesus I know, and Paul I know; 
but who are ye? And the man in whom the evil spirit was leaped on them, and overcame 
them, and prevailed against them, so that they fled out of that house naked and wounded . 
And this was known to all the Jews and Greeks also dwelling at Ephesus; and fear fell 
on them all, and the name of the Lord Jesus was magnified. And many that believed 
came, and confessed, and shewed their deeds. Many of them also which used curious 
arts brought their books together, and burned them before all men; and they counted 
the price of them, and found i¢ fifty thousand pieces of silver. So mightily grew the 
word of God, and prevailed. 
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THE SHIPWRECK OF SAINT PAUL. 


Ano when it was determined that we should sail into Italy, they delivered Paul and 
certain other prisoners unto one named Julius, a centurion of Augustus’ band. And 
entering into a ship of Adramyttium, we launched, meaning to sail by the coasts of 
Asia; one Aristarchus, a Macedonian of Thessalonica, being with us. And the next 
day we touched at Sidon. And Julius courteously entreated Paul, and gave him liber- 
ty to go unto his friends to refresh himself. And when we had launched from thence, 
we sailed under Cyprus, because the winds were contrary. And when we had sailed 
over the sea of Cilicia and Pamphylia, we came to Myra, a city of Lycia. And 
there the centurion found a ship of Alexandria sailing into Italy ; and he put us therein. 
And when we had sailed slowly many days, and scarce were come over against Cuidus, 
the wind not suffering us, we sailed under Crete, over against Salmone; And hardly 
passing it, came unto a place which is called The fair havens ; nigh whereunto was 
the city of Lasea. Now when much time was spent, and when sailing was now dan- 
gerous, because the fast was now already past, Paul admonished them; And said unto 
them, Sirs, I perceive that this voyage will be with hurt and much damage, not only of the 
lading and ship, but also of our lives. | Nevertheless, the centurion believed the master 
and the owner of the ship, more than those things which were spoken by Paul. And 
because the haven was not commodious to winter in, the more part advised to depart 
thence also, if by any means they might attain to Phenice, and there to winter ; which 
is an haven of Crete, and lieth toward the-south-west and north-west. And when the 
south wind blew softly, supposing that they had obtained their purpose, loosing thence, 
they sailed close by Crete. But not long after, there arose against it a tempestuous 
wind, called Euroclydon. And when the ship was caught, and could not bear up 
into the wind, we let her drive. And running under a certain island which is called 
Clauda, we had much work to come by the boat; Which when they had taken up, 
they used helps, undergirding the ship ; and fearing lest they should fall into the 
quicksands, strake sail, and so were driven. And we being exceedingly tossed with 
a tempest, the next day they lightened the ship; And the third day we cast out with 
our own hands the tackling of the ship. And when neither sun nor stars in many 
days appeared, and no small tempest lay on ws, all hope that we should be saved was 
then taken away. But after long abstinence, Paul stood forth in the midst of them, 


and said, Sirs, ye should have hearkened unto me, and not have loosed from Crete, and 


to have gained this harm and loss. .And.now J exhort you ta be of good cheer : for 
there shall be no loss of any man’s life among you, but of the ship. For there stood 
by me this night the angel of God, whose I am, and whom I serve, Saying, Fear 
not, Paul ; thou must be brought before Cesar : and, lo, God hath given thee all them 
that aail with thee. | Wherefore, sirs, be of good cheer ; for I believe God, ‘that it shall 
be even as it was told me. Howbeit, we must be cast upon a certain island. But 
when the fourteenth night was come, as we were driven up and down in Adria, aboyt 
midnight the shipmen deemed that they drew near to some country: And sounded, 
and found it twenty fathoms : and when they had gone a little further, they sounded 
-again, and found it fifteen fathoms. Then fearing lest we should have fallen upon 
rocks, they cast four anchors out of the stern, and wished for the day. And as the 
‘shipmen were about to flee out of the ship, when they had let down the boat into the 
-sea, under colour as though they would have cast anchors out of the foreship,, Payl 
-said to the centurion and to the soldiers, Except these abide in the ship, ye cannot 
be saved.. Then the soldiers cut off the ropes of the boat, and let her fall off. And 
‘while the day was coming on, Paal besought them all to take meat, saying, This day 
is the fourteenth day that ye have tarried, and continued fasting, having taken nothing. 
‘Wherefore I pray you to take some meat ; for this is for your health : for there shall 
‘not an hair fall from the head of any of you. And when he had thus spoken, he took 
bread, and gave thanks to God in presence of them all ; and when he had broken iv, he 
began to eat. Then were they all of good cheer, and they also took some meat. 
‘And we were in all in the ship, two hundred threescore and sixteen souls, And when 
-they had eaten enough, they lightened the ship, and cast out the wheat into the sea. And 
when it-was day, they knew not the land: but they discovered a certain creek with a shore, 
-into the which they were minded, if it were possible, to thrust in the ship. | And when 
they had taken up the anchors, they committed themselves unto the sea, and loosed the 
rudder-bands, and hoised up the main-sail to the wind, and made toward shore. And 
falling into a place where two seas met, they ran the ship aground ; and the forepart 
-gtuck fast, and remained unmoveable, but the hinder part was broken with the violence 
of the waves. And the seldiers’ counsel was to kill the prisoners, lest any of them 
‘should swim out, and escape. But the centurion, willing to save Paul, kept them from 
their purpose ; and commanded that they which could swim should cast themselves first 
into the sea, and get to land: And the rest, some on boards, and some on broken 
pieces of the ship. And so it came to pass, that they escaped all safe to land.
